Mr. Nelson stated that 
there were only two legal require- 
ments provided in the special jun- 
ior college statute and those were 
that the college district have an 
assessed valuation of 12 million 
dollars, according to the commis- 
sioners' court records, and that 
the high school have a dally at- 
tendance of 400 or more. 


Separate Institution. 
The state representative 
recom- 
mended, however, that the junior 
college be operated strictly as a 
college and not as a combination 
of high school and college, 
al-

Nine Condemned 


To Death Result 


Russian Trial 


NOVOSIBIRSK, 
Western Sibe- 
ria, Nov. 23.—(IP)—Pleas for clem- 
ency and the customary 48-hour 
Interval after sentence in Russia 
were all that stood in the way to- 
day of death for nine men con- 
victed of anti-communist sabotage. 


The men—eight Russians and a 


German engineer—were convicted 
yesterday of plotting against the 
soviet regime and killing 14 min- 
ers in a conspiracy to wreck the 
great Kamerovo mines. All plead- 
>ed guilty except one who confess- 
ed "partial guilt." 


E. Stickling, the German, was 


the first foreign engineer to be 
sentenced to death in a Russian 
sabotage trial in seven years. 


(Berlin 
newspapers 
headlined 


the verdict across front pages. The 
Montagsport 
denounced 
"Mos- 


cow's murderous 
justice 
which 


continues to celebrate Its bloody 
triumphs" and declared the na- 
tion would not tolerate "that its 
citizens should become ostentati- 
ously pilloried" and warned "such 
atrocious violations will arouse 
protests from the whole civilized 
world.")

The slide last night demolished

It cut off power lines, plunging

workers labored frantically in mud, 
rock and broken timbers to save 
persons whose muffled cries they 
heard through the debris. 
Fire Chief V. W. Mulvihill said 
the number of trapped persons 
or. bodies in the jumbled debris 
might be as high as 25.

This deluge of deferred 


dividends and bonus pay- 
ments and wage raises, ex- 
plain it as you will, is what 
the country needs. Public 
spending has been credited 
by economists with a large 
part of the business recov- 
ery so far; but there is ob- 
viously a limit to such out- 
lay. The only kind of ex- 
penditure that a free eco- 
nomic system can depend on 
to restore 
normality and 


keep business going stead- 
ily ahead is ample private 
spending. 


Purchasing power has to 


be diffused as widely as 
possible. By this 
theory, 


general 
welfare 
can be 


gained and maintained only 
when it begins at the grass- 
roots and cobblestone and 
works up. The masses, after 
all, are the great spenders, 
just as they are the great 
consumers. Nearly all of 
iheir income goes into im- 
mediate living. The most 
rapid turn-over of wealth 
is in the lower brackets, 
when they have it. Thence 
it rises to make profits for 
business enterprise and in- 
vestment. 


Our country, like others 


with a free system of pri- 
vate enterprise, has tried 
the 
opposite 
method of 


pouring wealth in at the 
top, expecting it to work 
down through the 
whoje 


social mass. But in such 
procedure not enough gets 
to 
the 
bottom, and the 


springs of wealth dry up. 
Something like that is what 
seems to have happened a 
few years, ago. 


MACHINES AND JOBS 


Science and invention do 


increase 
the 
number of 


jobs. Investigations made by 
the National Industrial Con- 
ference Board show that in 
1933 there were at least 
743,266 full-time and 93,- 
022 part-time workers en- 
gaged 
in occupations re- 


lated to the sale, mainten- 
ance or repair of products 
developed by invention dur- 
ing the last fifty years. 


The automobile industry 


has 
created 
more 
than 


570,000 
employment 
op- 


portunities, in addition to 
those 
directly 
connected 


with the manufacture of 
motor vehicles. 


New products have add- 


ed to the number of jobs 
available in retail trade. In 
1933 there were 453,438 
full-time and 71,639 part- 
time workers in new "types 
of retail establishments. 


This looks like a good 


case for new inventions and 
against Technocracy — that 
theory based on the declin- 
ing opportunity of men in 
a world of machinery—but 
it does not tell the whole 
story. 


New inventions may in- 


crease jobs in the long run. 
They are pretty sure to do 
so in a fair and 
flexible 


social 
organization. 
But 


their first effect is usually 
to throw a lot of people out 
of jobs. 


It is necessary for'indus- 


trial society to take care of 
workers in such cases as 
"technological 
unemploy- 


ment," and to train them, 
when necessary, for jobs re- 
quiring new kinds of skill. 


As 
between the Bour- 


bons on the right and the 
Communists on the left, the 
typical American attitude is, 
in the words of the 
old 


song, to "keep in the mid- 
dle of the long, wide road," 
turning just enough 
left- 


ward now and then to get 
around a truck. 


ALL-AMERICAN UNITY 


Washington 
correspond- 


ents say that "extraordinary 
efforts" are being made to 
arouse public interest in the 
aproaching Inter - American 
conference at Buenos Aires. 
The most spectacular move 
is the President's plan to go 
to Argentina himself for the 
opening, although it is a 
difficult time for him. At- 
tention is already aroused 
throughout this hemisphere, 
and the rest of the world 
will be looking on. 


It may be a great historic 


occasion, marking the' be- 
ginning of close and effec- 
tive co-operation between 
the nations of this hemi- 
sphere. 


Some such i purpose was 


behind the Pan - American 
movement of a generation 
ago. But it was not very ef- 
fective, because there was 
too much suspicion of Uncle 
Sam's intentions among the 
Latin - American countries, 
and some of them were still 
bound by strong ties to the 
Old World. 


That situation has been 


changed greatly, first by the 
World War and subsequent 
chaos in Europe, second by 
the rise of Japanese power 
across the Pacific, and third 
by the measures taken by 
our government to convince 
Mexico, Central and South 
America that the "Colossus 
of the North" has no de- 
signs against them but seeks 
only mutual welfare and co- 
operation.

DIFFICULT NEUTRALITY 


One of the matters to 


which the new Congress is 
expected to give early at- 
tention 
is the 
neutrality 


law. The present one, con- 
sidered rather unsatisfact- 
ory, expires on May l.What 
should take its place? 


Americans want to re- 


main at peace with the 
world. They are not agreed 
about how to do this. They 
hope that neutrality legisla- 
tion can be devised to meet 
every situation and keep us 
out of every sort of war 
everywhere. When it cornea 
to writing such legislation, 
difficulties of many kinds 
appear. 


Strict neutrality m a y 


work unfairly to innocent 
victims of war. It may in- 
volve the government in ar- 
guments 
with belligerent 


powers, until emotions are 
aroused and the war fever 
develops in spite of laws. 
Opinion differs as to the 
wisdom of mandatory em- 
bargoes on war materials or 
embargoes left to the dis- 
cretion 
of the 
president. 


Opinion differs as to what 
are war materials. Are they 
guns and ammunition only, 
or do they include food and 
raw materials and manufac- 
tured products which nor- 
mally serve peaceful pur- 
poses? 
And what of the 


rights of neutrals? 
How 


may they be maintained in 
a war-mad world? 


The 
problem 
appears 


more complex the longer il 
is studied. It may be thai 
Americans demand, as one 
commentator 
says, 
"the 


strongest law possible to 
bar our way into the sham- 
bles for which E u r o p e 
seems preparing," a n d 
"neutrality is our first and 
best line of defense." Neu- 
trality, however, won't work 
unless we are as neutral 
and as peace-loving in our 
thoughts as in our laws. 


Whatever law is finally 


passed, we need to continue 
our national education in 
the economic causes of war 
and the peaceful measures 
which make war unneces- 
sary.

DAIRYMEN SHOULD 


GIVE THOUGHT TO 


FUTURE PROGRAM 


COLLEGE STATION, Nov. 20.— 


(Spl.)— "Now Is the time for dairy- 
men to give thought to a far- 
sighted program of dairy manage- 
ment." E. R, Eudaly, Extension 
dairyman, said in commenting on 
the anual report Issued by the 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics. 
The report states that rising 


prices for milk cows and dairy 
products are in prospect. 


One 
reason for 
the , favorable 


forecast lies in the growing de- 
mand for milk and milk products 
because of a better undertone in 
business, Eudaly pointed out. Then, 
too, there is a correlation between 
prices for beef cattle and dairy 
animals, and Indications point, to 
a favorable market for beef. 


A third reason for the expected 
strong market is that the number 
of milk cows has been getting 
smaller because of the droughts 
of 1934 
and 
1936. 
Since 
1920 


through 1933, the number of milk 
cows has been on the increase, but 
the bureau estimates that we will 
have fewer dairy animals on the 
first of the year than on any Jan- 
uary since 1932. No great increase 
is expected before 1939 or 1940. . 


Eudaly felt that the next year 
or two should be a favorable time 
to raise dairy heifers, because a 
good market would likely be ready 
for them. He warned, however, 
that dairymen should not Increase 
the business blindly. "It Is neces- 
sary to think ahead, and to plan 
pastures and feed reserves, before 
increasing the sire of our herds," 
he commented, "and these reserves 
can be stored more efficiently and 
economically In trench silos. 


"The average dairy cow in Tex- 
as is underfed," Eudaly continued. 
"In most cases, the dairyman can 
make larger return on his Invest- 
ment and labor by feeding his 
cows, to their full capacity than 
he can by increasing the size of 
his' herd and parceling out feed 
to them."

ed Mr. Nelson's presentation with 
many questions being asked 
by 


members of the committee con- 
cerning various phases of the es- 
tablishment and operation of the 
colleges, with several answers pre- 
sented from the history of junior 
plants in various parts of 
state. 


the 


L. W. Hartsfield, president of 


the Hlllahoro Junior College, was 
next presented and recalled that 
the Hill county school was estab- 
lished in 1923 arid had been aided 
by an odd-shaped school district 
which extends more than a milo 
beyond the corporate limits of the 
city. He declared that while the 
finances of the school had been 
underwritten at the beginning the 
unit had been self-supporting from 
the start nnd it had never been 
necessary to call on the guaran- 
tors to make up a deficit. In an- 
swer to questions he stated that 
the salary schedule for the college 
was $1800 per year and for the 
high school S1350, and that the 
members of the faculty were paid 
according to the number of classes 
they taught in each unit. 
Shows Steady Growth. 
He stated that the school started 


in 1923 with 87 students and that 
in 1935, including the summer ses- 
sion the enrollment had been 352; 
this year's enrollment was report- 
ed at 259 with an average attend- 
ance of about 210. 
The tuition 
was reported as $100 per year 
plus the usual library, laboratory 
and student activity fees. 
Mr. 


Hartsfield' also reported that the 
school tax rate was 50 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation, with a to- 
tal tax values of .$7.800,000. 
The head of the Hiilsboro col- 


lege stated that the college had 
greatly 
increased 
the 
number 


from his county who had attend- 


' ed higher institutions by giving 
the students their first opportuni- 
ties a home. He called attention 
to the fact that the average junior 
college curriculum -had been criti- 
cized because it offered too few 
"terminal" 
courses or vocational 


work for those students who did 
not intend to attend other colleges 
or universities, and that there was 
a distinct need for courses 
of 
work that would meet immediate 
needs. He reported also that his 
college included both the last two 
j'ears of high school worlc and 
the first two years of college work 
and that there was little friction 
between the two groups. 


Problem Is Financial, 
L. C. Proctor, president of the 


Temple Junior College, was the 
third speaker of the 
afternoon, 
and stated that he thought that 
Corsicana's problem was principal- 
ly financial and that if the fi- 
nances could be found 
the city 


could easily qualify for the estab- 
lishment of a junior college. He 
pointed out that if all of the pres- 
ent high school building was in 
use for the students of the regu- 
lar school grades, that more rooms, 
a new building or night operations 
were the only alternatives, and 
he advised against the night class- 
es because of the extensive over- 
head for lights, heat and other 
items. 
Mr. Proctor 
related that the 
Temple college was established in 
1926 
under the plans of Dr. Splawn 


of Texas University, with $20,000 
underwritten by Temple citizens 
for the college plus $5,000 for a li- 
brary. Ho stated that the school 
operated for two years at night 


t.wlth deficits each year but at the 
encT'pf that period had changed to 
day work, and since had operated 
at a profit of $1,000 per year, pay- 
Ing all operating costs plus a por- 
tion of the salaries of the presi- 
dent and the dean. He said the 
school started with 83 students
